—a resolution to submit straight- 
out repeal of the 18th amendment 
to state conventions. 


A heavy guard at the capttol 


"doors was ready to prevent dis- 
turbarice by the demonstrators who 
reached the city yesterday, but 
with 
police holding them miles 


away, no trouble was »Tjected. 


Tourists were barred from sight- 


seeing' in capltol corridors because 
of .the demonstrators, but packed 
galleries, which has been filling 
since early morning looked down 
•upon both houses. 
House 
seats 
were In most demand because of 
the heralded prohibition drama. 
The way was paved for this 
earlier in the morning by decision 
of the republican wet bloc to sup- 
port the speaker's repeal resolu- 
tion. 
Some 
democratic 
leaders 
were confident of sufficient sup- 
port within their lines. 


At the senate only formalities of 
th> opening day were observed, 
Vrfth adjournment In memory of 
the late Senator Jones of Wash- 
ington and Charles W. Waterman 
of Colrado, both 
republicans. 


As the session began President 
Hoover was .busy giving a final 
touch to his annual message to the 
Congress, which tomorrow will car-

Repeal Measure 


Before Congress 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 8.—W)— 


The text of the Garner prohibi- 
tion repeal resolution to be vot- 
ed on today by the House fol- 
lows;

the constitution, which shall be 
valid to all intents and purpos- 
es as part of the Constitution 
when ratified by conventions In 
three-fourths

"Article 
"Section 1. The Eighteenth ar- 
ticle of Amendment is hereby 
repealed. 


"Section 2. This article shall 
be Inoperative 
unless 
It shall 
have been ratified an an amend- 
ment to the constitution by con- 
ventions in three-fourths of the 
several states within seven years 
from the date of Its submission

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 


(F)—The Texas statute reg- 
ulating motor vehicles oper- 
ating under private contract 
was- sustained today by the 
supreme court. 


This decision was handed 


down in a case brought by 
J. H. Stephenson and others chal- 
lenging such regulation 
by 
the 
state railroad commission. 


Other states have similar laws. 
The Texas act requires contract 


motor carriers to obtain permits 
from the commission. 
These can 


be issued only after the commis- 
sion has determined the operations 
of the contract carriers will not 
impair the efficient public service 
of a common carrier then ade- 
quately serving the territory. 


The commission also is required 


to prescribe minimum rates, fares 
and charges. 


Stephenson and others contend- 


ed the act was unconstitutional as 
it deprived them of their proper- 
ty without due process of law and 
denied them the equal protection 
of the laws. 


The case was tried before a stat- 
utory three-judge 
federal 
court, 
which by a vote of 2 to 1 over- 
ruled the objections.

Tightening 
of immigration 
laws 


to limit entry of aliens to thoue 
actually needed in specific trades 
was recommended to congress to- 
day In the annual report of Sec- 
retary of Labor William N. Doak. 


He also urged that reading of 


the 
English language be mado 


an essential requirement for na- 
turalization. 


Tho secretary, in reviewing his 


department's activities in the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, stated 
only 35.576 immigrants wore ad- 
mitted—the 
smallest number in 


more than 
IOC years—and that 


32,838 either had been deported, 
sent out of the country at their 
own request, or allowed to leave 
to avoid deportation. 


'Mature consideration 
of 
oijr 


conditions leads me to believe," 
he said, "that the country 
wjll 


not likelv again be in condition 
to absorb successfully a similarly 
vast number of aliens as wero 
allowed to until a few years ago. 
I believe that In the development 
of our resources and the natural

ognized the new state of 
Manchukuo which she has 
set up in Manchuria. Every 
statement from Tokio indi- 
cates that she is determined 
to maintain her right to do 
so regardless of the method 
by which the new state 
was formed and regardless 
of the sentiment of the rest 
of the world. 


The Lytton report criti- 


cized the course of Japan 
severely and proposed that 
an autonomous government 
be set 
up 
protected 
by 


treaties with China and Ja- 
pan. 
The Lytton commis 


sion was appointed when 
the Chinese government ap- 
pealed to the League of Na- 
tions against the course of 
Japan which used force in 
Manchuria in the pretext 
that she was acting in self- 
defense. The Japanese have 
insisted that they did not 
wage war, and so have not 
violated 
any international 


agreements. 


Two such agreements are 


involved in the 
situation. 


One is the Kellogg-Briand 
treaty of 1928 for the re- 
nunciation of war as an in- 
strument of national policy. 
The Japanese are resting 
their case on a technical def- 
finition of war under which 
a nation may use all the 
military force it chooses so 
long as it does not make a 
formal declaration of war. 
The other agreement is the 
Washington treaty of 1922, 
signed by the United States, 
Japan and seven other pow- 
ers, under which they pledg- 
ed themselves to respect the 
territorial integrity of China. 


The present disposition of 


Japan is to flout the au- 
thority of the League and 
to go its own way, even if 
that should involve its with- 
drawal from that organiza- 
tion of nations. This is in- 
dicated by the statement by 
the Japanese foreign min- 
ister that it does not intend 
to argue with, the League,!

Great Britain and France before 
then seemed unlikely and it ap- 
peared that Mr. Hoover would out- 
line to congress next week his 
complete views on the debt situ- 
ation, probably linking the debts 
with disarmament and proposals 
to exchange them for trade con- 
cessions.

tension of .the moratorium, but at 
the pame time suggest creatiori 
of an agency to study the prob- 
lem of International obligations in 
the light of world economic dif- 
ficulties.

J. 0. KENT SANDERS DIED 


IN HOSPITAL OF SKULL 


AND NASAL INJURIES 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—(/P)—The po- 


lice were investigating today the 
mysterious 
circumstances sur- 


rounding the death o'f J. O. Kent 
Sanders of West Roxbury, Mass., 
a student In the London School of 
Economics. 


Sanders died yesterday In Uni- 


versity College Hospital of skull 
and nasal Injuries suffered last 
Thursday evening. 
It was learned the American 


had attended a dinner of the stu- 
dents association Thursday Which 
was also attended by Sir Josiah 
Stamp and Sir William Beveridge. 


After the dinner Sanders went 


,o a private narty in Bolomsbury 
where he remained until just be- 
ore midnight. At about that hour 
his friends missed him and start- 
ed a search. 
Before long they 


found him lying in the street just 
outside the house. 
The base of 


his skull was Injured, his nose 
was broken "and an ankle frac- 
tured. 


The police learned that Sanders 


companions believed he had fallen 
"rom 
the 
second floor balcony. 
They said Sanders was in cheerful 
pirits. 
One of them added, "I 


can only assume that during the 
party he went outside for a breath 
of fresh air, then fell over." 


Sanders was a graduate of Har- 
vard University and he came to 
L,ondon some months ago to study 
for a doctorate of philosophy. His 
wife and child were expected from 
the United States in a day or twd 
according to the Daily Mail, to 
spend the Christmas holidays. 
Sir Willam Beveridge, director 


of the London School of Econom- 
cs, said: "At the inquest I think 
t will be found from the facts 
that this was nothing but a sad 
and 
deplorable ^accident."
